His illustrations in black and white give date to the 
armor, costumes and architecture of the period. 


Suzuki Harunobu (1705-1772) invented printing in 
color by the application of many wood-cut blocks. 


The collection of Mr. Yamada Baske is representative 
of this art and these artists, and consists of some primitive 
examples, and many by the modern masters. Of special 
interest are such excellent examples as No. 200 by Kiyo- 
birom Noo Lo Sebyesharakus and) Nosm 192 "193% 194,eand 
204 by the ever-graceful and fascinating Utamaro and by 
the familiar Hiroshige offering many scenes and moods.
